Swatara, lying off Chemulpo, sent her 
officers and marines to Seoul.

Commander McDo- 
ran and bis staff are feasting with the 
King and his two American advisers, 
Denny and Gen. Legendre. The

AN ISLAND DISASTER. 


A Martinique City Burned — Many 
Homeless People. 

Port or SPAIN (Trinidad. W. I.,) 
June 27.—[By the Associated Press.] 
Details concerning the destruction of 
the town of Fort de France, in the 
French island of Martinique, are just 
received. Immediately after the 
catastrophe Gov. Cass of Martinique 
sent an appeal for assistance to the 
Governor of Trinidad, assuring him 
that three-quarters of the town was 
burned, and more than five thousand 
persons were without homes and food. 
Aid was at once sent. The fire oc- 
curred June 22d. Steamers were sent 
from St. Pierre to help in fighting the 
fire, but arrived too late to be of much 
assistance. Seventeen hundred houses 
were destroyed, valued at $2,400,000, 
and rr ote., valued at $600,000— 
in all, $3,000 

It is — at this moment to 
tell the number of vietims. Twelve 
bodies have been recovered. an 
were charred beyond recognition,others 
fearfully mutilated. Fifteen soldiers 
are receiving attendance at the hos- 
pital. Many were seriously, one fatally 
wounded. A number of civilians were 
wounded. Fully three-quarters of the 
town was destroyed, and seven-eighths 
of the inhabitants are homeless. 

Among the public buildings de- 
stroyed are the poorhouse, cathedral, 
custom-house, town hall, Convent of 
St. Joseph, Bureau des Revues, slaugh- 
ter-house and Pointe Simon. A cele- 
brated library was also destroyed.

$35,000 Mr. Witmer agrees to build 
and equip a first-class double-track 
cable railway over the route above 
mentioned within twelve months. A 
part of the plan contemplates the rais- 
ing of Second street at its junction 
with Pearl street, and otherwise put- 
ting Second street upon a better grado, 
so as to obviate the obstruction 
heretofore experienced. 
Mr. Witmer guarantees the road 
and equipments to cost not less than 
$200,000. The object of securing the 
subscription is to clear the old road of 
indebtedness, and provide for tearing 
up and removing the old material, 
which is useless. Mr. Witmer does 
not ask the subscription to help him 
build the new road, but to enable him 
to get possession of the roadway, clear 
of incumbrance and rubbish. No 
money will be asked for until the cars 
are running; and very liberal terms 
will be given to those who may wish an 
extension of time after their notes ma- 
ture. 

The offer appears to be a liberal one; 
and it is fortunate for the residents of 
the Crown Hills district that one of 
their citizens is able and willing to 
make this proposition. All previous 
efforts to enlist capitalists in 
this enterprise have failed, and if 
those interested in securing the Sec- 
ond-street cable road know a good 
thing when it is offered them, they 
will not let the-proposition fail for lack 
of a little effort. Soliciting committees 
are now at work to secure subscrip- 
tions. 

A good double-track cable railway 
on Second street, bringing the Crown 
Hills residents within ten minutes of 
the heart of the city, would be a great 
convenience and at once largely en- 
bance the value of property out there.

Third Day of the Educa- 
tional Association. 


Acatholle Archbishop on the Publie- 
school Question. 


He Strongly Advocates the Prineiple 
of Compulsory Education. 


A Variety of Papers Read—Election 
of Officers — The West Well 
Represented Among the 


Educators.

Fr. PeOL, July 10.—[By the Associ- 


ated Press.] The third day’s session 
ofthe Educational Association was 
called to order promptiy. The com- 
mittee on nominations reported in 
favor of William R. Garrett of Nash- 
willie for president.

Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul read 
the first paper on the topic of State 
and Parish Schools; Is a Union 
Between Them Impossible?”

The imparting of in- 
struction to the child is primarily the 
function of the parent. The State in- 
tervened whenever the family could or 
would not do the work needed. He 
unreservedly favored State laws mak- 
ing instruction compulsory. Instruc- 
tion was so much needed by each citi- 
zen for his own sake and for that 
of society that the father who neg- 
lected to provide for the child’s in- 
struction sinned against society, and 
it behooved the State to punish him. 
Of course, he said, the parent enjoyed 
the right to educate his child in the 
manner suitable to himself, provided 
always that the education given in 
this manner sufficed for the ulterior 
duties of the child toward himself and 
society. The compulsory laws re- 
cently enacted in certain States in the 
Union were objectionable only in a 
few of their individual clauses. State 
schools, be said, tended to the elimina- 
tion of religion from the minds and 
hearts of the youth of the country. 
This, he said, was his grievance against 
the State schools of today. There 
could not be religious teaching where 
there was the principle of non-secte- 
rianism. It followed, then, that the 
child would grow up in the belief that 
religion was of minor importance.

Agriculture represents the crop as har- 
vested in all but its more noi thern lat- 
itudes. It shows some advance in con- 
dition where it was lowest in June in 
Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and Mis- 
souri, and a slight decline in Ohio, 
Kentucky, on the Pacific Coast and in 
Southern States. The general aver- 
age is 76.2 against 78.1 last month. 
The spring wheat average advanced 
from 91.3 to 94.4. The averages of the 
States are: Wisconsin, 98; 

innesota, 98; lowa, 95; Nebraska, 88; 
the Dakotas, 94; Montana, 93; Colo- 
rado, 90; Washington, 93. Taken 
together winter and spring wheat 
makes an average of 92.1. 

A small increase in corn is reported 
about six-tenths of 1 per cent. The 
largest proportional extension is in the 
northwest. There has been nearly 1 
per cent. increase in the South. he 
Seneutep of corn averages 93.1 per 
cent. 

There has been a severe decline in 
the condition of oats, which have fallen 
from 89.8 to81.6. The condition of 
rye is 92, nearly the same as at last re- 
port. Barley advanced from 86.4 to 
88.3. The acreage of potatoes is not 
appreciably increased. The average 
condition is 91.7. The condition of 
pasture is high, averaging 96.

Two Lectures of Morg than Usual 
Interest- Assembly Notes— 
About Town News 

and Personal. 


Lone Brach, July 10.—] Correspond- 
ence of Tur Times.) This has been au- 
other interesting day of the assembly. The 
devotional hour this morning was well at- 
tended and interesting: 

The Presbyterian Church will soon be too 
small to hold the children who gather there 
for “children’s hour,” at 9 o’clock. The 
little folks had a devotional meeting this 
morping for a change, which was led by J, 
H. Weber. Fortrue childish faith and en- 
thusiasm it exceeded many such meetings 
ot “grown ups.” ; 

Rev. S. A. Thompson being absent, the 
morning institute was addressed again by 
who spoke on 


“Sacred Archeology,’ showing that Egyp- 
tian discoveries confirm the truth of the 
scripture narrative. 

Rev. W. A. Wright, of the school 
English Bible, followed the histo 


trom there; separation from Lot; and the 
conquest of Chedorlaomer. The lecture 
was filled with descriptions of the country, 
its topography and products; the pie 
and their customs, and the cities of Egypt 
and countries through which Abrabam 
passed, 

Dr. A. S. Dobbs's lecture at 11 o’clock, 
“A Thousand Miles on a Camel’s Back,” 
was preceded by Mrs. Osborne, who 
charmingly sang The Lost Chord.“ 

Tbe Doctor lectured for over two hours, 
and gave his hearers a whole volume of in- 
formation. Took them down the Nile and 
across to Suez, where he thinks the Israel- 
izes crossed the Red Sea. The shifting 
sands of Egypt makes railroading there 
more expensive than in the snowy sierras. 
The Red Sea is being slowly filled with 
sand, and the land at the north end prob- 
ably was once sea. The Suez Canal re- 
quires constant dredging. The journey 
was over the desert country of the Sinai 

ninsula. ‘The first part along the Red 

ea was a level country and the journey 
easy; the rest of it was through a desolate 
country, part of which is never visited. 
The company following the route of the Is- 
raelites. The atmosphere of that country 
is as clear as this and distances are equally 
deceptive. ‘The Doctor enumerated the sup- 
plies they took for their journey. The 
outfit would stock a first-class country gen- 
eral store.

‘The old avenger of 
blood is on the track asin olden time, and 
although fights are frequent and seem to

The war dance, in which each 
Trab defeats an imaginary enemy; the 
lanelug women—rather a lewd affair; the 
lance of the vain tellows, clothed or not, 
as the occasion may require; the religious 
dance of the women, each whirling and 
beating castinets, such as Miriam per- 
formed; the religious dance of the men, 
such as David performed before the Lord— 
one in which religious enthusiasm runs high ; 
the political dance, in which the women 
sing the praises of the popular warriors. 
The Doctor “backsheeshed” the women 
wherever he went, and they always sang 
his praise—the larger the backsheesh, the 
louder the praise. The sexes never mingle 
in they look with horror 
upon the people who do.

Afternoon and Evening. 

Dean Cherington lectured again before 
the school of the English Bible. Dr. Cher- 
ington gives solid, logical, terse lectures in 
this course. 

The 3 o’clock young people’s meeting was 
conducted by Rev. Weber. 

This evening from 7:30 to 8 o’clock Mrs. 
Osborne had charge of the musical prelude 
to the evening’s lecture. 

At8 p.m. Rev. Dr. Kummer of Portland 
delivered his lecture, “in Quarantine.” 
He said everybody travels nowadays. 
Periodically or oftener the question recurs, 
“Where shall we go?” lany are the 
answers. To cross the continent or the 
ocean, or to travel around the world is now 
a small thing. George Francis ‘Train has 
beaten all records and gone around the 
world ip less than seventy days. Never 
such facilities, never such steamboats, cars 
aud vestibule trains, such hotels and 
xood companionship. It is only a 
question of time when we shall take our 
airships and be aerial rather than terrestrial 
travelers. Where shall we go? In the 
East they answer, To Long Branch, Sara- 
toga, Ocean Grove, Chautauqua, to the 
mountains.” In Oregon, to Alaska, to the 
round, to our spowy mountain peaks, to 
California. Here you should answer, ‘To 
Oregon.“ The lecturer then described a 
trip to this State and the quarantine of the 
steamer Columbia at San Francisco through 
the blunder of the Board of Health of that 
city, which held them for fifteen days. He 
entertainingly told of the way in which 
over one hundred people on board spent 
their time in quarantine. There were 
games improvised, books read, amateur 
threatricals 3 songs and innumer- 
able other things done, among which was 
the hanging in efligy of the San 
Francisco Board 0 Health. The 
lecture also contained descriptions 
of San Francisco, San José, the Lick Ub- 
servatory, the “Big Trees.“ Monterey and 
Del Monte, It closed with a description 
of the homeward journey over the cele- 
brated Mt. Shasta route. The speaker 
culogised the beautiful State of California, 
and paid a glowing tribute to his own 
beautiful city as his home.

This warm wave is causing the apri- 
cots to ripen very rapidly, and will 
render it necessary for dryers to run 
nights and Sundays to keepup. The 
aggregate crop will be large, but not so 
heavy as was thought early in the sea- 
son. [Riverside Press. 

Some of the raisin-growers in San 
Bernardino county are preparing to 
erect a tall pole upon which can be dis- 
plaved the weather-flags of the United 
States Signal Service. The pole is to be 
of suffient height that all in the dis- 
trict can readily see it. This is a most 
excellent idea.—{ Exchange. 

And there are millionaire farmers— 
Mills of California got his start in the 
milk business, and one year ago this 
month he shipped off of his farm, 
thirty-five miles south of San Fran- 
cisco, five hundred ten-gallon cans of 
milk a day, at 4 cents per quart.

Mr. C. H. Ingelow has a twig from 
an apricot tree, not half an inch in 
diameter, one foot long, on which are 
thirty large and full developed apri- 
cots. It makes a plenteous cluster. 
He also has a plum twig one-third of 
an inch in diameter and eigbt inches 
long with thirty-two plums clinging to 
it as closely as they can hang.—[Ban- 
ning Herald. 

Two Baltimore orioles have made 
nests in banana plants on the Monro- 
via Collegelawn. The nests are sus- 
pended from the under side of the 
large leaves, The manner in which 
the nests are hung is peculiar. The 
material used is obtained from a palm 
tree and ia like thread. These threads 
are sewed through the large. leaf, and 
the nest thus retained in position on 
the under side of the leaf. Just how 
the bird does this sewing we do not 
know, but it is done as neatly as you 
or 1 could perform it. If you have 
never seen the work of one of these 
birds, it is worth your while to take a 
look at these nests.—{Monrovia Mes- 
senger. 


How to Build a Henhouse. 
{Prairie Farmer. | 

Raise the earth floor a foot above the 
outside surface. Those cranky perches 
are a gnare to the unwary fowl. Take 
‘your ax and smash them down. Then 
have a tight inclined plane platform 
three feet high and thirty inches wide 
built along either side of the house. 
Make it so that the front edge is six 
inches lower than the back, and under 
this front edge hang a V-shaped 
trough, made in sections about four 
feet long, so that you can handle them 
easily, then fasten two perches, 
smooth half-round strips two inches 
wide, with the rounded side up- 
permost, about eighteen inches 
apart above the platform. Have 
these two perches exactly even in 
height. This will make the front one 
a little higher above the platform than 
the back one. Scatter a quantity of 
chaff, dirt or cut straw over the plat- 
form and all the droppings will roll 
down, or be scratched down by the 
hens, and fall into the trough. You 
can empty the sections of the trough 
into a barrel in five minutes any day, 
thus saving the manure in the best 
condition for use or sale and at the 
same time keeping the house nice and 
clean. If you keep 12 of dust, 
chaff or ashes scattered over the plat- 
form it will not need scraping once in 
three months. 

Pitch out those nasty open nest- 
boxes and make a lot of covered ones 
and place them just under the edge of 
the platform with the openings toward
